A. DU'lTON, of Galesvillc, recently took a 
. truck loail oT Wealthy apples from his 


orchard to Neillsville; something over 100 bush- 
els were ,on Ibe truck. At Neillsville he could 
find no market. Buyers said that $1.25 -was the 
prevailing price for -Wealthies, but they didn't 


want any at that or any other price. 
So Mr. DuJ- 


ton cranked his truck and went on, discouraged. 
Just sixteen miles away he hit the little village of 
Greenwood. As a matter of form rather than 


of hope he halted before the .town store and of- 
fered his apples for sale. The dealer took the 
whole load and asked for more. And the price 
he offered was $2.50. 
• 


The incident serves to illustrate a phase of 


(he problem referred to at the Chamber of Com- 
merce dinner on Thursday evening by Daniel 
Casey. I he preat problem of marketing and dis- 
tribution of farm products. We do not believe 
that Mr. Casey at all overstated the case when he 
said lhal the farmers in the last year or. two have 
become generally discouraged over the shrinking 
prices they have received for their produce, 
coupled with the steadily ascending prices of all 
that they had to buy which prevailed until re- 
cently. Mr. Button's apple experience just re- 
counted shows where one of the difficulties lies, 
and suggests one of the. avenues of improve- 
ment. A very great share of the trouble lies in 
uneven distribution which permits a glut of 
apples, say,-at one market and an absolute 
dearth at another. This is of course partly due 
lo natural causes—there were lots of: apples 
grown in the country about Neillsvillc, .but none 
about Greenwood- But fJhat at NeiHsville the 
fanners should get just half what apples were 
worth at Greenwood, sixteen miles away, is a 
sad commentary on the efficiency of our mar- 
keting arrangements in a day when communica- 
tion and transportation by-wire'and motor, let- 
ter and railroad, is as craick and'easy as now. 


We would heartily endorse Mr. Casey's sug- 


gestion that the matter is onc.of'vital interest to 
(he town only less than to the farmer. 
If. the 


nrchardisfs of Neillsville got less than a fan- price 
for their apples, perhaps it is also true that the 
consumers at Greenwood paid more than need- 
ful had there been an unobstructed flow of apples 
from sources of supply to centers of demand. 
The interests of both would be dcmonstrably bet- 
tor served by full distribution of market infor- 
mation and of the products themselves. 
The 


problem is one in which only blindness can fail 
to see the joint urban and rural'intcrcst and-re- 
sponsibility. 
It emphasizes the good sense and 


mutual advantage of the proposals for closer 
fellowship and co-operation between city'arid 
country which Dr. H. C. EVenson and others have 
been urging upon La Crosse.
